HIGH PRICE OF PAPER 


How serious the situation re- 
garding the shortage of new print 
paper in this country is may be 
gathered from the action taken| 
by the publishers of daily news- 
papers in Greater New York 
last Tuesday in agreeing to cut 
down the number of pages of 
their various editions so as to Primary Election, August 20, 1916 
econémize~on paper. It is no} — 

rét that unless this shortage, 
with its consequent high prices, is 
relieved soon, a large number of 
hewspapers in all parts of the 
United tSates will face the pros- 
pect of suspension. A newspaper 
is no different from any other 
business—when the cost of opera- 
tion reaches a point where it 
vounterbalances the ° revenue, 
bankruptcy is the only possible re- 
sult of the effort to continue in 
business. 

While reducing the number 
cf pages, it would be wéll for the 
newspapers of New York and 
other large cities also to agree to 
stop the publication of ‘unneces- 
sary extras. In all the great 
centers of population the extra 
has been badly overdone—there |. 
has been a foolish waste that was 
apparent to the most casual lay 
observer. This has come about 
through the excessively keen com- 
retition in the proper publication 
of the news, but the time has 
come when it is possible to be 
entirely too enterprising, and 
when a newspaper may ‘‘beat’’
